This  report  for  1937,  similar  to  those  for  the  past 
12  years,  is  an  ordinary  report. 

It  is  again  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  district 
was  comparatively  free  from  infectious  and  tuberculosis 
cases,  only  19  of  the  former  and  3  of  the  latter  being 
notified. 

Marked  progress  was  made  with  housing,  scaveng¬ 
ing,  etc.,  and  the  inspections  of  all  kinds  in  the  district 
most  efficiently  carried  out.

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There  is  a  welcome  decrease  in  the  deaths  from 
Cancer  :  five  instead  of  fourteen  in  1936. 

Influenza  caused  no  fatality. 

Deaths  from  Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System  is 
markedly  high  :  25  out  of  66  deaths. 


DEATH  RATE: — 11.1  is  a  good  figure,  although  it  is 
above  that  for  1936,  viz.  9.4  (a  very  low  figure).  It 
is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  12.4. 

BIRTH  RATE  : — 15.6  is  a  good  figure  :  that  for  England 
and  Wales  being  14.9. 

INFANT  MORTALITY: — 53.6  is  somewhat  high  for 
a  rural  district,  although  it  is  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  58.  It  is  caused  by  the  deaths  of  5 
children  under  one  year  of  age  :  4  males  and  1  female, 
all  legitimate. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 

This  extended  hospital,  with  up-to-date  accommo¬ 
dation,  continues  to  do  good  work ;  there  is  ample 
accommodation  for  the  district. 

Fever  cases  are  accommodated  at  the  Cirencester 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Accommodation  for  Smallpox  cases  is  provided  at 
Elmstone,  near  Hardwicke,  on  the  Cheltenham-Tewkes- 
bury  road.

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  for  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  or  for  children. 

Some  maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  con¬ 
verted  P.L.  Institution  in  Tetbury. 

The  Tuberculosis  cases  are  accommodated  in 
Standish  Sanatorium. 

The  nursing  in  the  district  is  carried  out  by  Nurses 
of  the  District  Nursing  Association,  supervised  by  a 
whole-time  County  Nurse. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations  are 
carried  out  in  the  laboratories  of  Gloucester  General 
Hospital. 

Outfits  for  taking  specimens  can  be  supplied  to 
practitioners  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  for  the  district  consists 
of  one  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (full-time)  and  one 
Sanitary  Inspector  (full-time).

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tetbury. — During  the  year  the  pump  of  No.  1  bore¬ 
hole  was  overhauled  by  Messrs.  The  Harland  Engineering 
Co.,  Ltd.  The  eight  stage  centrifugal  pump  with  its 
200  feet  of  shafting  was  dismantled,  cleaned,  fitted  with 
new  bearings  and  reassembled.  It  is  now  working  quite 
satisfactory. 
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The  auxiliary  pump  at  No.  2  bore-hole  was  used 
while  this  work  was  being  carried  out  and  the  supply 
was  well  maintained. 

Several  complaints  have  been  received  during  the 
year  regarding  the  lack  of  pressure  at  the  Market  Place 
and  Northheld  at  certain  times  during  the  week.  This 
is  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  houses  being  supplied 
in  the  Parish  and  the  matter  is  receiving  the  attention 
of  the  Parochial  Committee. 

At  frequent  intervals  night  tests  were  made  to 
detect  any  leakage  which  may  be  causing  serious  waste 
of  water  and  four  defective  services  have  been  repaired 
during  the  year. 

140  yards  of  4”  and  23  yards  of  cast  iron  water 
main  have  been  laid  during  the  year  to  supply  49  houses 
at  the  new  Hampton  Street  Housing  Scheme. 

A  portion  of  the  Magdalen  Meadow  water  supply 
was  found  to  be  in  a  very  bad  condition  and  consequently 
128  yards  of  i£!I  galvanised  main  had  to  be  re-laid. 

The  average  daily  consumption  has  risen  from 
36,000  gallons  to  approximately  39,000  gallons,  and  the 
total  number  of  new  connections  to  the  Council’s  mains 
during  the  year  is  nine.

— The  village  of  Culkerton  in  the  Parish  of 
Ashley  obtains  an  ample  supply  of  water  from  the 
Rodmarton  Estate. 

Avening. — No  shortage  of  water  has  occurred  during 
the  year. 

Boxwell  with  Leighterton. — Owing  to  the  heavy 
burden  on  the  Parish,  the  village  of  Leighterton  has  not 
yet  been  provided  with  the  water  supply  which  it  needs. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

TETBURY  MAIN  SEWER  OUTFALL. 

These  works  are  dealing  with  all  the  sewage  from 
the  Parish  of  Tetbury  quite  satisfactorily,  but  a  certain 
amount  of  work  will  have  to  be  carried  out  in  the  near 
future  in  connection  with  the  irrigation  beds,  which  have 
now  been  in  use  for  many  years  and  the  time  is  fast 
approaching  when  they  will  have  to  be  relaid. 

The  use  of  Alumino  Ferric  at  these  outfalls  has 
helped  to  keep  the  effluent  up  to  an  excellent  standard. 

The  works  are  kept  under  frequent  supervision  and 
all  channels,  tanks,  etc.,  are  kept  in  good  condition. 
The  undergrowth  is  cleared  away  as  the  necessity  arises.

The  several  owners  have  been  requested  to  disconnect 
the  drains  from  the  stream  and  the  nuisance  is  now 
being  abated.

Scavenging  in  the  Parish  of  Tetburv  has  been 
carried  out  as  in  previous  years.  The  Contractor  has 
provided  a  more  suitable  covering  for  his  motor  vehicle, 
and  the  collection  is  now  being  carried  out  quite  satis¬ 
factorily. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  has  also  been  carried 
out  in  the  Parish  of  Avening,  but  the  Parish  Council  is 
responsible  for  the  scheme.

There  are  three  fish  frying  premises  in  this  area,  all 
of  which  are  situate  in  the  Parish  of  Tetbury.  No 
nuisance  has  been  caused  by  any  of  these  premises.

Of  the  43  houses  in  the  district,  12 
at  Avening,  2  at  Ashley  and  24  at  Tetbury  have  been 
decorated  externally  this  year. 

The  building  of  39  houses  and  10  aged  persons’ 
dwellings  at  Hampton  Street,  Tetbury,  is  nearing  com¬ 
pletion  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  will  be  completed  early 
in  the  New  Year.
